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Regulators Order Nursing Home 
Here to Close, Citing Violations

On December 31, _ the 
Greenbelt Nursing and Rehabilita- 
tion Center was ordered closed 
by federal and state regulators af- 
ter Medicare and Medicaid fund- 
ing assistance was cut off to pa- 
tients. The action came as a sur- 
prise to many of the residents, 
their families and the community 
at large. Residents learned that 
the order came after almost a 
year of state and federal inspec- 
tions, surveys, a consent agree- 
ment and litigation. Eighty-two 
nursing home patients are ex- 
pected to be relocated within 30 
days to other facilities in the area. 

According to Carol Benner, 
director of the Licensing and Cer- 
tification Administration of the 
Maryland Department of Health, 
serious quality care violations 
were found at the annual check 
of the nursing center in January, 
1998. The center is operated by 
Northern Health Facilities, Inc., a 
subsidiary of Extendicare Health 
Services, Inc. of Milwaukee, 
Extendicare has over 200 facili- 
ties nationwide and is one of the 
largest chains of healthcare facili- 
ties. The company purchased the 
Greenbelt facility, built about 
1966, in 1982. 

Benner noted that subsequent 
surveys found the center -to still 
not be in compliance with regula- 
tions. The threat of government 
action led to the owners entering 
into a consent agreement with the 


United States Attorney’s Office 
for Maryland in September, 1998. 
As a result, a temporary manager 
and federal monitor were ap- 
pointed, with costs paid for by 
Extendicare. 

“Under the agreement we 
were all hopeful that the prob- 
lems would be resolved,” Benner 
said, but added that when the 
center was resurveyed in Novem- 
ber, “quality of care problems 
continued to be found.” She in- 
dicated that examples of these 
problems were existence of bed 
sores, medication errors, failure 
to call nurses and doctors when 
residents’ conditions changed, 
failure to get lab tests to doctors 
and to do follow up lab tests for 
abnormal results. 

Enough is Enough 

Referring to the closing, 
Benner said, “It is unfortunate, 
but when do you say enough is 
enough? Most nursing homes 
under existing regulations have 
180 days to fix [deficiencies] . 

Greenbelt Center had 11 
months. They had to be in com- 
pliance by November 26.” 

Benner thought that it was sad 
that the families did not know 
what was going on. “Families of 
residents should know about sur- 
veys and inspections,” she em- 
phasized. 

These. survey results were con- 
firmed by the federal Health Care 
Financing Administration 
(HCFA), which cut off Medicare 





funding to the Greenbelt facility 
on December 2. The state then 
terminated Medicaid funding, be- 
cause it was no longer receiving 
federal funding for the facility. 
Some believe that the federal 
government acted too hastily in 
ordering the facility closed, and 
should have allowed the federally 
appointed manager more time to 
correct the problems that existed. 
The owners went to the U. S. Dis- 
trict Court of Southern Maryland 
in Greenbelt and requested a tem-

order to close. Their request was

Church Delivers 
Honduran Relief 


A large cargo box containing 
$85,000 worth of humanitarian 
goods has arrived in Puerto 
Cortes, Honduras, courtesy of 
Washington-area families. 

The goods were contained in 
approximately 1100 boxes sup- 
plied by local families participat- 
ing in the Episcopal Diocese of 
Washington’s Family to Familia 
Project. Donated items in the 
boxes ranged from mosquito coils 
to water-resistant Band Aids, and 
many boxes included personal 
notes of encouragement. The 
boxes will help Hondurans re- 
build their lives in the wake of 
the devastation of Hurricane 
Mitch. The Honduran people 
have lost not only their homes 
but also their jobs, many of 
which were dependent on com- 
mercial banana plantations. The 
banana trees have been killed and 
must be replanted from seedlings. 

Remaining space in the ship- 
ping container was filled with 
hand tools the diocese was able 
to buy at a major discount from 
the Stanley Tool Company. The 
tools are urgently needed for the 
Hondurans to build new homes. 
All shipping costs were donated 
by the Dole Fruit Company.

Goddard Alliance Educates 


Public, Informs

The Goddard Alliance is an 
organization comprising mem- 
bers representing the National 
Aeronautics & Space Agency 
(NASA), Federal, state and lo- 
cal officials, including the city 
of Greenbelt, local business or- 


ganizations and members of the ° 


public. It was originally 
formed in response to a need to 
keep the Maryland Delegation 
apprised of pending problems 
or threats to the Goddard Space 
Flight Center (GSFC) and to 
serve aS a proactive group to 
educate the public as to the sci- 
entific, educational and. eco- 
nomic benefits provided by the 
Center. 

The origin of the Alliance 
was a recent attempt by Con- 
gress to eliminate the GSFC 
and two other NASA installa- 
tions from the budget. Con- 
gressman Steny Hoyer and 
Senators Barbara Mikulski and 
Paul Sarbanes intervened and 
saved the Center, albeit at a re- 
duced appropriation. Hoyer 
recommended in 1995 that an 
alliance be formed so that ad- 
equate communication to the 
Maryland Delegation be cre- 
ated. 

In 1995, William Kerwan, 
then president of the University 
of Maryland, established a 
search committee to select 
someone to chair an organiza- 
tion to be known as. the 
Goddard Alliance. The person 
selected was Michael Camardo. 
Twelve others, 
Kerwan, served as initial Alli- 
ance members. 

In, April 1997, the first elec- 
tion of officers was held and 
Douglas Ridge, general man- 
ager of the Greenbelt Marriott 
Hotel, was elected president. 
In the second annual election, 
in June 1998, Dr. Frederick 
Hawkins was elected to serve 
as president for the Alliance’s 
Fiscal Year, July 1, 1998 
through June 30, 1999. Dr. 
Hawkins is the CEO of 
Omitron Inc., an aerospace en- 
gineering company located in 
Greenbelt. 

The Goddard Alliance. meets 
on a monthly basis and reviews 
its progress against an action 
plan developed and adopted on 
an annual basis. Examples of 
items within the action plan 
are: (1) developing and imple- 
menting an educational program 
to ensure public understanding 
of the Center’s key role in the 
scientific exploration of space, 
as well as its economic impact 
both locally and nationally, and 
(2) implementing a procedure to 
keep the Maryland Delegation 
informed of possible growth

opportunities and potential 
problems for the Center. 

According to GSFC Facili- 
ties Manager Phil Holloway, 
“the Goddard Alliance allows 
us to work closely with the 
university, other government 
agencies and the private sector 
on science-related projects that 
look at the earth systems.” 

Holloway noted that the Na- 
tional Oceapic and Atmospheric 
Administration (NOAA) will 
not be locating at GSFC, as 
previously expected, since Con- 
gress did not appropriate fund- 
ing for the new facilities. 
Holloway did not envision any 
other construction in the next 
five to seven years. The new 
Earth Science building is now 
completed. About 900 employ- 
ees, all on site now, will be re- 
located to the new facility. 
Holloway pointed out that

Tax Booklets 
In the Mail 


Maryland State Comptroller 
Robert L. Swann said two mil- 
lion Maryland state and local 
tax booklets are on their way 
to taxpayers. “These forms re- 
flect the changes required by 
the state tax cut,” Swann said. 
“While there are fewer lines on 
the form, taxpayers will find 
some additional calculations 
are needed to arrive at their lo- 
cal income tax amount.” 

The additional calculations 
are necessary because the state 
tax cut does not apply to the 
loca] income tax. “Our office 
worked within the requirements 
of the tax cut legislation to 
make the process as easy as 
possible,” Swann said. 

About 50% of taxpayers 
complete their own forms, 
most by using the previous 
year’s tax return as a guide. 
The significant changes to the 
tax form will make last year’s 
form less useful for that pur- 
pose.

denied on December 28 by Judge 
Alexander Williams. 
Court Concerns 

In a 27-page written opinion, 
Williams wrote, “Although the 
Court is compelled to reach the 
conclusion that Secretary [of 
Health and Human Services 
Donna] Shalala through HCFA 
had the authority to terminate 
Greenbelt’s participation in the 
Medicare program, the Court 
wishes to express its concerns 
about the fairness of the action. 
The Court believes that this is an 
inequitable result. From all indi- 
cations, Greenbelt entered into 
the Consent Order in good faith. 
The Temporary Manager and the 
Federal Monitor have just re- 
cently begun the work necessary 
to correct the deficiencies cited 
by the respective agencies. Al- 
though the agencies argue that 
the conditions at Greenbelt have 
become worse, not better, since 
January [1998], the court believes 
that the Temporary Manager has 
not had sufficient time to address 
the problems. The Federal 
Monitor has taken the position 
that ‘[e]ffectuation of the termi- 
nation virtually shuts down the 
facility only weeks after the tem- 
porary manager’s appointment, 
compelling the involuntary dis- 
charge of all residents and shut- 
ting down the remedial process 
put in place by the court’s order. 
[She] firmly believes that facility 
closure is not in the best interests 
of Greenbelt’s residents...’ The 
Court is inclined to agree... As 
HFCA had the authority to termi- 
nate, and the Office of the Attor- 
ney General did not have the 
power to bind HFCA to the pro- 
visions of the Consent Order, 
Plaintiff cannot receive tts_re- 
quested relief...”

Extendicare, Inc. nursing centers 
throughout the nation, including 
the Greenbelt facility, told the 
News Review that Extendicare 
would not appeal, a process that 
he said would be “lengthy.” 
Not Right 

“This was not a right action 
by the federal government,” he 
observed, citing Judge Williams’ 
opinion. He felt that the federal 
monitor and temporary manager 
should have been allowed to op- 
erate the facility and been given a 
longer time to correct any prob- 
lems cited. 

In the January 4 issue of the 


Wall Street Journal, staff reporter 


Michael Moss, in an article titled 
“Fighting a Nursing Home’s 
Closing,” wrote “the closure of 
Greenbelt is part of an emerging 
nationwide crackdown on nursing 
homes that began last summer 
when President Clinton ordered 
regulators to get tougher in en- 
forcing the patient-protection 
rules enacted more than a decade 
ago... States that don’t crack the 
whip are threatened with having 
their funding slashed...” 

Mervis looks to the nursing 
center’s Family Council to take 
action to try to stop the relocation 
of the facility’s residents. Joan 
Christian, president of the coun- 
cil, said, “We are seeking ways to 
prevent this from happening. If 
this doesn’t work, if the powers 
that be prevail, our loved ones 
will be placed at risk.... We are 
upset... These problems are fix- 
able...” 

However, Benner said that at a 
meeting of families of residents 
held on Monday, January 4, the 
participants were “less vocal” 
than at an earlier meeting.

Bicycles Allowed Without Permits 


Metro has announced that the 
six month trial policy of bringing 
bicycles onboard Metro without a 
permit has been made permanent 
by WMATA. 

Passengers can now bring bi- 
cycles onto Metro trains on week- 
days between 10 a.m. and 2 p.m., 
weekday evenings after 7 p.m. 
and all day on weekends and 
most federal holidays. Only 


regular-size bicycles are permitted 
on trains; tricycles and bikes with 
training wheels are prohibited. 
Bicyclists may use only the last 
car on each train. Bicycles must 
be walked through stations and 
platforms and taken to other ley- 
els by elevator, never by escala- 
tor. Bicyclists under the age of 
16 must be accompanied by an 
adult.
